But they have run the 
Vermont Central nominally for the stockholders, 
and it has always been unprofitable—to the 
— 
Gov. Smith, having been somewhat in politics, 
knew the ropes, and retained the leading mem- 
bers of the Vermont Legislature with direct 
fees in some cases, free passes in ( ‘ers, and in 
a variety of ingenious ways. He then formed s 
miniature Oredit Mobilier in Vermont Ventral, 
in which the Smith family made ae individuals 
profits from contracts which were provided by 
the Smith family as managers. They built cars 
and locomotives, and leased them to the Ver- 
mont Oentral at a large permanent rental, which 
had to be paid whether the cars and locomotives 
were in use or not. The natural result was that 
the Vermont Central constantly lost money and 
scandal grew to such proportions that the Legis- 
lature was forced to appoint a committee of in- 
vestigation. This Committee was organized to

But even 
the freight money, or the larger part of it, is earned by 
vessels owned abroad, The millers only grind a small

— The best profit goes to the manu- 

The question isa very simple one. If Cali- 
fornia can exchange hides and leather for more 
boots and shoes than she could make from them 
at home, she gains by the traffic; if she can 
make boots and shoes for less money than she 
pays for those she imports, she loses. If the 
farmer can sell his hides at the nearest town, 
than it would cost him to convert his hides into 
leather, and make the boots himself, he acts 
wisely by selling the raw material. Oalffornia 
has more wheat than she can consume, and, if 
she can get more boots and shoes for her wheat 
than she could obtain with the same labor if they 
were made at home, she enjoys the profit of the 
trade, She exchangés What she has, and don’t 
need, for that which she has not, and 
does need. How can this be an impoverishing 
process to California? But the Bulletin on- 
siders that the cost of transportation of the 
wheat to market, and the transportation of the 
boots and shoes back, and the profits of the 
manufacturer, are all lost to California by the 
trade, Is this true in point of fact? Assuming
